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REMARKS 

The examiner rejected claims 1-3 as being anticipated by Sorkin. 

The applicant requests reconsideration after final as the claims have been slightiy 
reworded to have the same elements with slightiy different claim language describing the 
features. 

Claim 1 was amended to show that the U shaped portion is semicircular and has a 
circumference, a center, and a diameter. The arms are now claimed to be straight and 
pointed at the center of the semicircle. The arms extend to a point on the circumference, a 
diameter from the U shaped portion. This now defines the end of the arms without 
reference to a rebar. The reference to a rebar has been deleted fiom the claims. Therefore 
the examiner's rejection referring to a large range of rebar diameters to anticipate the 
claims has been overcome. The diameter is now fixed as the diameter of the U shaped 
semicircle which has only one length and particularly defines the invention in the claim. 

The Sorkin reference does not use straight arms with an end on the drcumf^arace 
of the U shaped rebar cradhng portion with the arms ending at a distance of a diameter 
fixrni the U shaped rebar cradling portion, therefore Sorkin does not anticipate the claims. 

With claim 1 allowable claims 2-1 1 which are dqjendent on claim 1 arc believed 
to be allowable. 
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
